A sharp drop of f'ortv-two degrees 
marked the ushering in of tin* pre­ 
dicted mid wave over night.

government thermometer at Mauzv 
registered thirty-two degrees above 
zero for the lowest mark during the 
night, according to Eliwood 
Kirk­ 
wood, county weather observer, fol­ 
lowing a high mark of seventy-four 
degrees Friday. 
The weather remained c h i l l y to­ 
day and the weather forecast 
was 
for a continuation of freezing tem­ 
peratures. This morning, under the 
influence of a bright sun, the mer­ 
cury had risen only four degrees. 
A veritable cloudburst, accompan­ 
ied by a high wind, was a forerunner 
of the drop in temperature. The rain 
tell in torrents for an hour and the 
wind blew at a terrific, rate. Light­ 
ning and thunder also accompanied 
the rain storm.

Mayflower Hotel here a box reported 
to contain records of telephone calls 
bearing on the juror surveillance by 
Burns detectives. 
The Pennsylvania governor, it

John W. 1L Crim, former assist­

Coolidge’s farm relief principles as 
laid down in his veto last year. 
Meantime Mr. Coolidge is not sym­ 
pathetically considering the deben­ 
ture plan 
as 
currently 
reported 
among members of the farm bloc. He 
is leaving everything 
to 
MeNarv, 
and the later after a conference with 
the president today, branded 
the 
debenture plan as a direct subsidy. 
McNary said the debenture 
plan 
was inferior to the equalization fee 
provided in the original McNary- 
Haugen bill. 
“ 1 believe there is enough intelli­ 
gence in congress and among farm 
leaders and in the administration to 
work out the farm relief 
problem, 
but I do not believe the debenture 
plan offers the solution,” MeNarv 
said. 
The compromise is being seriously 
sought by McNary but with as yet 
no assurance it will be 
successful. 
Mr. Coolidge has 
not 
capitulated 
from his stand against influencing 
the law of sunoly and remand. 
He 
lias informed the farm bloc leaders 
he will be willing to concede many 
points if his general principles 
are 
complied with. He realizes some con­ 
cessions must be made and he will 
make his share, he has said 
pri­ 
vately. But lie cannot waive his gen­ 
eral principles, lie has made plain. 
The farm bloc is a little bewild­ 
ered by the turn of events. Many of 
its members are opposed to fhe de­ 
benture system of giving exporters 
of farm products credit which would 
be used to pay tariff duties on im­ 
ports. Others still staunchly 
favor 
the McNary-Haugen bill.

The employment of 
16 detectives to dog the footsteps of 
12 jurors in that case to learn their 
life histories, habits, financial and 
social status and family affairs, is 
pretty serious business.

life is his own private affair unless 
he commits a crime against society.

Then, if they think 
of 'the cold, the lack of shelter and 
safe drinking water, the disruption 
of*sanitary systems, the danger of 
typhoid and pneumonia, they may get 
some conception of what many of 
their fellow-countrymen have 
suf- 


fered this year. 


Fortunately the flood waters 
in 


Vermont, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut have already commenced to 
subside. The lives that were lost 
cannot be restored, but properly 
damage can eventually be repaired. 


The sympathy of the whole na- 


tion goes out to those New England 
flood sufferers, and the whole coun- 
try is reminded again that flood pre- 
vention is a big job and one of the 
most important ones 
crying 
for 


prompt, intelligent, effective action.
